This is a response to the applicant's filing on December 22, 2005 with 
original claims 1-15 currently presented in the instant application. 



Specification

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out 
and distinctly claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his 
invention. 

2. Claim 7 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

3. Claim 7, line 2, recitation of "a gas having thermally insulative properties" causes 
vague. The thermal insulation of a gas should be defined in term of temperature 
conduction level. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
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A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

5. Claims 1-13 and 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Waldhauer (US Pat. 5,357,171 ). 

Waldhauer discloses a fluorescent lamp arrangement (Fig. 2) and method as 
well by comprising: 

a fluorescent lamp (1 ) with a reflective phosphor coat (col. 1 , lines 17-25) on a 
quartz bulb jacket for thermal insulation as well as preventing heat loss (col. 4, lines 20- 

glazing thermal insulating gases, Krypton and/or argon, disposed with fluorescent 
lamp for elevating the temperature and preventing heat escape off the fluorescent lamp; 

a photodiode (3) for detecting the amount of light generated by the lamp; and 

a circuit (4, 5, 6) responsive to the sensor which controls the amount of electrical 
power that is supplied to the fluorescent lamp in accordance with the sensor output and 
which optimizes the amount to light that is produced by the fluorescent lamp for the 
amount of electrical power consumed. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

7. Claim 14 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Waldhauer. 

Waldhauer discloses substantially the claim invention as noted above except for 
the heat reflective layer is made of polycarbonate. 

Since polycarbonate material has a high thermal resistance, one ordinary skill in 
the art would utilize its thermal property for handling heat/temperature matters in a 
particular application at a desired manner. Such implementation is considered as a 
routine skill in the art.
